Injured Cyclist 


Found by Roadside. 


A motorcyclist whose identity baa not 


been ascertained, other than that be was

tight cylinders, each supporting a large 
eight-inch plate fastened to it longi- 
tudinally like a keel slightly below 
that at which a submarine missile 
travels. . . . The barriers would 
be towed on either- side of a vessel, or 
fleet, at n distance of 200 or 300 feet. 


For this purpose sea-going tugs, or 


staunch yachts of slight draft, could 
be employed. It Is estimated that In 
good weather a powerful tug could tow 
a 000-foot barrier at a rate of about 
15 miles an hour. A fleet could pro- 
tect Itself by sailing in two staggered 
rows, each vessel towing a 
screen 


which would shield the ship following 
it. The curtain guarding the leading 
4oamers, of course, would be handled 
by tugs. Under present conditions the 
plan would only be employed in the 
•submarine zones, but, if necessity dic- 
tated, ships could be convoyed all the 
way from port of departure to destina- 
tion.

If it is some little achievement to 
lead the sufTrage^cause in old Tokyo, 
it Is no more of a feat after all than 
Interpreting

Madam 
Kimura has played “Monna Vanna,” 
Sirindlierg’s “Sacrifice,” and Chekhov’s 
“Dog” to the far East. Japan did not 
escape Ifs Shakespeare tercentenary 
last year and Madam Kimura played 
“Ophelia” in the Toklwa theater of 
T(ikyo, 
She is actress, dancer, writer 
and editor and leader of the Shin-SIn 
Fuzin-Kwal. the “new true woman’s 
movement.” For several years she pub­ 
lished a feminist‘periodical bearing the 
samp name as her society. 
It was 
printed In Japanese. 
“Even education does not yet free 
the women of Japan,” says Madam Ki­ 
mura. “for a girl must always talk of 
love and of nothing else In order to be 
agreeable, I hope soon for the highest 
education for the women of my race, 
so that they may Iiave their own pro­ 
fessions and be free after their mar­ 
riage to think for themsehvs.”

^ly t*xi)erience of over ten yeai'S in 
poultry keeping has taught me that 
hens lay and do better when kept In 
snuill llocks. says a w’riter, 
I have 
noticed repeatedly that, when during 
the breeding i)eriod, I placed part of 
my hens in pens of ten or twelve, the 
lu’ns so penned, always laid better 
than tlie jiens kept in the general 
llock. 
When kept in small 
fiocks, 
hens 
keei) In a more thrifty state of health. 
In small flocks, contagious diseases 
such as roup or cholera can be more 
effectively treated, w’ithout subjecting 
all the chickens on the place to the 
contagion. And besides, when kept in 
small fiocks scattered over the farm, 
the range offers a large supply and a 
better variety of food, tluis effecting 
quite a saving. 
Fifty hens in a llock should be the 
limit. 
Where a farm carries 200 or 
K‘ore hens it will be found more prof­ 
itable to house them on the colony 
X)Ian than to keep them in one llocic. 
Of course, when so kept, the labor of 
caring for tlie llock is much greater, 
but the increased egg-production and 
the .saving in food will more than com­ 
pensate f*or the increased labor. 
The main reason why so many fail 
in Ihe chicken business is because tlie 
hen> are kept in large flocks. Most of 
ihose who fail, hjive, in tlie past, been 
huccehsful in managing a snuill llock, 
and this .succi .ss has been instrumental 
in musing them to embark in the busi- 
m'.-j.s on a hi.4 ^cale, I f'ay unreserved­

Floating Steel Curtains 
Proposed to Protect Ships 
From Attacks by Subboats 


To render merchantmen and trans­ 
ports immune to submarine attacks 
by means of floating steel curtains 
towHHl alongside, is an interesting pro­ 
posal that has been submitted to the 
government 
for 
consideration, 
and 
which is described in an article accom­ 
panied by a full-page illu.stratlon and 
diagram in the Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. 
One of the flexible bar- 
rlei’s w’ould con.sist of a series of air­ 
tight cylinders, each supporting a large 
eight-inch plate fastened to it longi­ 
tudinally like a keel slightly below 
that at w’hlch a submarine missile 
travels. 
. 
. 
. 
The barriers would 
be toAved on either, side of a vessel, or 
fleet, at a distance of 200 or 300 feet. 
For this purpose sea-goiqg tugs, or 
staunch yachts of slight draft, could 
be employed. 
It is estimated that in 
good Aveather a powerful tug could tow 
a GOO-foot barrier at a rate of about 
15 miles an hour. 
A fleet could pro­ 
tect itself by sailing in two staggered 
row's, each vessel towing a 
screen 
which would shield the ship following 
it. 
The curtain guarding the leading 
steamens, of course, w’ould be handled 
by tugs. Under present conditions the 
l)lan would only be employed in the 
submarine %ones, but, if necessity dic­ 
tated, ships could be convoyed all the 
way from port of departure to destina­ 
tion.

Include cornmeal in the diet and 
learn to like It. The qualities of corn­ 
meal have been underestimated, says 
Mrs. jMary P. Van Zlle, dean of the di­ 
vision of home economics in the Kan­ 
sas State Agricultural college. 
Bolted cornmetil is now cheap as 
compared with other cereals. 
Cornmeal has a high food valuer 
Although the bolted meal does not sup-> 
ply S0 much tissue-building material 
as wheat flour, it does supply more 
starch and fat. 
Tlie unbolted corn^ 
meal, which is of good flavor and is 
preferred by many, has more tissue- 
building material, as well as more 
starch and fat, than the wheat flour. 
For a long time pellagra was sup­ 
posed to be contracted through eating, 
cornmeal, 
Scientiflc 
investigation 
has proved that this Is false and there 
is no danger from eating ordinary 
quantities. 
Cornmeal can be used successfully 
in a variety of ways. As a breakfast 
cereal, fruit mush, corn bread, or as 
corn griddle cakes it is a success from 
a nutritive as w^ell as an economic 
standpoint. A satisfactory bread may 
be made by using one-half wlieat flour 
and one-half cornmeal.

Mistakes of the Spanish-American War 


Will Be Avoided—Standardization 


of Medical Supplies Is Be- 


ing Accomplished. 


Washington.—Tribute to the eager- 


ness with which the medical profession 


! has responded to the problems of car- 
' ing for United States military forces In 


j the field was given in an interview by 
, Dr. Franklin H. Martin, chairman of 


j the committee on medical surgery of 


i the medical section of the council of 
' national defense. AH the best medical 


thought has been given the committee 
to aid in solving new difficulties inci- 
dental to sending so many men into 
service. 


"The trained physician knows that 


unless certain precautions are taken," 
Doctor Martin said, "dangerous epl- 


; demies, such as typhoid fever or men- 


ingitis, are almost certain to occur In 
the array camps, striking often with 
the most surprising suddenness. The 
less Is heard of the medical branch of 
an army the more efficient it is, because 
usually when much is said about it the 
comment is of a very unpleasant char- 
acter." 


Declaring publicity is going to be the 


big safeguard against mistakes similar 
to those made in the "Spanish-American 
war, Doctor Martin continued: 


"The 
work of safeguarding 
the 


health of the array and navy could not 
be in better hands than it is right now. 


In the Best of Hands. 


"The general medical board of the 


council of national defense, composed 
of the country's biggest medical men, 
including the surgeon generals of the 
army and navy, has served as a clear- 
ing house of professional opinion and 
has brought to the solution of the ques- 
tions at hand in reconstructed form the 
best medical thought of the nation. On 
the board are such men as Dr. Simon 
Flexner of the Rockefeller institute, 
Dr.?. William J. and Charles H. Mayo, 
Dr. Victor C. Vaughnn of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, Dr. John M. T. Fin- 
ncy and Dr. William II. Welch of Johns 
Hopkins, Dr. Frederick A. Besley of 
Northwestern, Dr. George W. Crile of 
Western "Reserve and Dr. Charles E. 
Kahlke of Balremaum college, to men- 
tion only a few. Through frequent con- 
ferences with these men the surgeon 
generals themselves, occupied constant- 
ly with administrative tasks, have been 
able to gain new points of view and 
gain a detached perspective in looking 
at their problems from time to time. 


"During the hist months the work of 


the medical section has been directed 


in three main channels. The most com- 
prehensive has been keeping In touch 
In an advisory capacity in the work of 
the several divisions of control of the 
government and the civilian population 
—the medical corps of the army and 
navy, the public health service, the 
Ited Cross and the work with the civil- 
ian and munition workers. 


"Besides this work of keeping gen- 


eral oversight over all branches of the 
public medical service, the committee 
has concerned Itself deeply with the 
problems of personnel and supplies. 
The personnel problem has not been 
solved, but It Is possible to say that the 
section has been of great service in 
putting the government departments in 
touch with the kind of men they need. 
To take advantage of carefully laid 
plans we must have In their adminis- 
tration only physicians with the vision 
and the professional training needed to 
carry them out, both for active service 
ajt the front and In the concentration 
camps back at the rear. The medical 
service must be filled with men of the 
broadest gauge, of the standard al- 
ready set by its present personnel, and 
we must depend on the profession be- 
tween now and the first of September 
to furnish of its best even more gen- 
erously than in the past. The question 
of planning for health now seems 
somewhat academic. When the army 
is mobilized it will be vital. 


"The supply problem, which is cared 


for by Doctor Simpson, who sits In 
with the general munitions board, has 
been another source of difficulty in 
which the medical section has co-op- 
erated with the medical divisions of 
the army and navy. Faced at the be- 
ginning with a shortage, due to the 
country's previous almost exclusive de- 
pendence on Germany for its medical 
supplies, we have hal both to arrange 
for taking care of civilian hospitals and 
private practice and at the same time 
to build up additional sources to meet 
the vast - needs of the new army. 
Through 
constant conferences with 


manufacturers and close attention to 
detail, especially standardization of 
products, this work is in a fair way to- 
ward accomplishment. There will be j 
no serious dearth. 
|

HUMAN BQNES FOR SOUP 


Prisoners Often Inhumanly Punished 


for Eating Seeds Given Them to 


Sow—Italian Prisoners 


Are Treated Worse. 


Rome.—A Roumanian soldier, Toma 


Hnralam, taken prisoner by the Aus- 
trians last September during the Rou- 
manian invasion of Transylvania, has 
lust succeeded in escaping to the Ital- 
ian lines on the Carso. TheTollowing 
is his story in all its simplicity and 
horror: 


"As soon as I was taken prisoner in 


a wood near Basso I was brought be- 
fore a German officer, who examined 
me. I refused to answer his questions 
and betray my country, so he handed 
me over to an Austrian sergeant, who 
kicked me without mercy. I was left 
absolutely without any food, not a 
piece of bread or a drink of water, for 
three days, and then taken with many 
other prisoners to a concentration camp 
in Hungary on the River Leytha, where 
20,000 prisoners of war, Russians, Ital- 
ians and Roumanians, were confined, 


"We were literally starved. Our ra- 


tions consisted of five ounces of bad 
bread and a handful of boiled beans 
daily, with a small piece of meat every 
\vtek. The men died like flies, both 
from Insufficient nourishment and from 
cold, as the Austrians took away our 
uniforms and warm underwear, as well 
as our boots, and gave us in exchange 
the cnstoff uniforms and torn boots of 
their first line troops. 


"We all had to work, generally In the 


fields, and as we nte the seed given us 
to sow or~ the raw,turnips and potatoes 
we had to plant often we were pun- 
ished by being tied to a pole with our 
brnis raised for hours or else chained 
fo the ground. The Italian prisoners 
were treated worst of all and system- 
atically beaten by the Austrians. 


Sent to Italian Front 


"Orders reached our camp In Janu- 


ary, that 1,000 Roumanian prisoners 
\-~~-ere to be sent to work on the Italian 
front. 
I was among the thousand 


picked men. 
We were all young and 


wrong, comparatively speaking, of 


course, as the starvation diet had 
weakened us. 
We were divided into 


four sections of 250««ien each and sent 
to different localities. My section was 
sent to Komen under the command of 
an Austrian sub-lieutenant and 30 ter- 
ritorials. We worked at building a rail- 
way together with 2,000 Russian pris- 
oners. 


"Our food was worse and less than 


that we had in camp, as we got 4 cents 
a day pay and were supposed .to spend 
It on food, although broad cost a dol- 
lar a lonf. 
As we were ravenously 


hungry because we had to work hanl 
we were compelled to rummage among 
iiic garbage for food and even ate 
rats and mice. We also got bones, hu- 
man bones (hoy were sometimes, which 
\vc boiled to make soup. In 25 clays 
CO men out of the 250 in my section 
diod from hunger, exhaustion and ex- 
posure. 
Five men committed suicide, 


three attempted to escape and were 
shot. 


"On January 22 my comrade, Xiku 


Crstia, and I decided to escape. We 
walked for three days in the direc- 
tion of the Italian lines with nothing 
to eat, but we finally reached the ruins 
of a village where we found a pigsty. 
We took shelter here and found some 
potato'pcelings and turnips, which we 
ate. 


His Comrade Dies. 


"The cold was intense. We reached 


another village completely in ruins and 
we could hear the Italian guns very 
near. We could not find anything to 
eat and my comrade was more dead 
than alive. We slept during the day 
and when night came on I tried to 
arouse my comrade, but he was deud. 


"Just then I distinctly 
heard the 


Characteristic sound of machine gun- 
fire and I knew I was near the first 
line trenches. I decided to go on and 
after two hours I crossed or rather 
crawled through the Austrian lines. I 
already felt free, but I had to get over 
the wire entanglements and crawl over 
such a long stretch of ground that I 
thought I had made a mistake and 
that the Austrian trench I left behind 
me was merely a s_upport position. As 
I hesitated what to do a voice came 
out of the darkness: 'Alt! Chi va 
la?' 
(Halt, who goes there?) 


"I 
understood what the 
words 


meant, so I stood up nnd shouted: 
"Roimm! Romun!' 
And when the 


Italians saw me I could see the aston- 
ishment In their faces. I did not look 
human. They pulled me up and car- 
ried me Inside their trench. They gnve 
me coffee, wine and bread."

Washington.—Tribute to the eager­ 
ness Svlth which the medical profession 
has responded to the problems of car­ 
ing for United States military forces in 
the field was given In an interview by 
Dr. Franklin H. Martin, chairman of 
the committee on medical surgery of 
the medical section of the council of 
national defense. All the best medical 
thought has been given the committee 
to aid in solving new diilicultles Inci­ 
dental to sending so many men Into 
service. 
“The trained physician knows that 
unless certain precautions are taken,” 
Doctor ^lartin said, “dangerous epi­ 
demics, such as typhoid fever or men­ 
ingitis, are almost certain to occur In 
the army camps, striking often with 
the most surprising suddenness. 
The 
less Is heard of the medical branch of 
an army the more eflicient It is, because 
usually when much Is said about it the 
connnent is of a very unpleasant char­ 
acter.” 
Declaring publicity is going to be the 
big safeguard against mistakes similar 
to those made In tUe'Spanlsh-Amerlcan 
war. Doctor Martin continued: 
“The 
work 
of 
safeguarding 
the 
health of the army and navy could not 
bo In better hands than It is right now. 
In the Best of Hands. 
“The general medical board of the 
council of national defense, composed 
of the country’s biggest medical men, 
including the surgeon generals of the 
army and navy, has served as a clear­ 
ing house of professional opinion and 
has brought to the solution of the ques­ 
tions at hand In reconstructed form the 
best medical thought of the nation. Oa 
the board are such men as Dr. Simon 
Flexner of the Kockefeller Institute, 
Drs. William J. and Charles II. Mayo, 
Dr. Victor C. Vaughan of the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan, Dr. John M. T. Fin- 
ney and Dr. William H. Welch of Johns 
Hopkins, Dr. Frederick A. Besley of 
Northwestern, Dr. George W. Crile of 
Western Reserve and Dr. Charles E. 
Kahlke of Balremaum college, to men­ 
tion only a few. Through frequent con­ 
ferences with these men the surgeon 
generals themselves, occupied constant­ 
ly with administrative tasks, have been 
able to gain new points of view and 
gain a detached perspective In looking 
at their problems from time to time. 
“During the itist months the work of 
the medical section has been directed

“Besides this work of keeping gen­ 
eral oversight over all branches of tho 
public medical service, the commltteo 
has concerned Itself deeply with tho 
problems of personnel and supplies. 
Tho personnel problem has not been 
solved, but it Is possible to say that the 
section has been of great service In 
putting the government departments In 
touch with the kind of men they need. 
To take advantage of carefully laid 
plans we must have In their adminis­ 
tration only physicians with the vision 
and the professional training needed to 
carry them out, both for active service 
at the front and in the concentration 
camps back at the rear. The medical 
service must be filled with men of the 
broadest gauge, of the standard al­ 
ready set by Its present personnel, and 
we must depend on the profession be­ 
tween now and the first of September 
to furnish of Its best even more gen­ 
erously than In the past. The questit>n 
of planning for health now seems 
somewhat academic. 
When the army 
is mobilized It will be vital. 
“The supply problem, which Is cared 
for by Doctor Simpson, who sits In 
with the general munitions board, has 
been another source of dlfilculty In 
which the medical section has co-op­ 
erated with the medical divisions of 
the army and navy. 
Faced at the be­ 
ginning with a shortage, due to tho 
country’s previous almost exclusive de­ 
pendence on Germany for Its medical 
supplies, WT have ha 1 both to arrange 
for taking care of civilian hospitals and 
private practice and at the same time 
to build up additional sources to meet 
the vast - needs of tho new army. 
Through 
constant 
conferences with 
manufacturers and close attention to 
detail, especially standardization of 
products, this work Is in a fair way to­ 
ward accomplishment. 
There will be 
no serious dearth. 
“The country can rest assured that 
everything of which the American med­ 
ical profession is capable has been 
done to prepare for taking care of it» 
new troops.”

HUMAN BONES FOR SOUP 


Prisoners Often Inhumanly Punished 
for Eating Seeds Given Them to 
Sow — Italian 
Prisoners 
Are Treated Worse.

Rome.—^A Iloumanlan soldier, Toma 
Haralam, taken prisoner by the Au^s- 
trians last Si*ptember during the Bou- 
manlan Invasion of Transylvania, has 
just succeeded in escaping to the Ital­ 
ian lines on the Carso, Tlie'followlng 
Is his story In all its simplicity and 
horror: 
“As soon as I was taI:on prisoner in 
a wood near Basso I was brought be­ 
fore a German oillcer, who examined 
me. I refused to answer his questions 
and betray my country, so he handed 
me over to an Austrian sergeant, who 
kicked me without mercy. 
1 was left 
absolutely without iiny food, 
not 
a 
piece of bread or a drink of water, for 
tliree days, ayd then taken with many 
other prisoners to a concentration camp 
in Hungary on the Hlver Leytha, where 
2U,UUU prisijners of war. Russians, Ital­ 
ians and Koumanians, were confnied. 
“We were lltei-ally starved. Our ra­ 
tions consisted of five ounces of bad 
bread and a liandful of boiled beans 
daily, with a small piece of meat every 
Mtek. 
The men died like illes, both ' 
from in.suUiclent nourishment and from 
cold, as the Austrlans took a*way our 
uniforms and warm underwear, as well 
as our boots, and gave us in exchange 
the castoff uniforms and torn boots of 
their first line troops. 
“We all had to work, geneiiilly in the 
fields, and as we ate the seed given us 
to sow or the raw turnli^s and potatoes 
we Iiad to plant often we were pun­ 
ished by being tied to a pole with our 
raised for hours or else chained 
to the ground. 
Tlie Italian prisoners 
were treated worst of all and system­ 
atically lieaten by the Austrlans. 
Sent to Italian Front. 
“Orders reached our camp in Janu­ 
ary that 1,0UU Itoumanian prl.soners 
were to be sent to \york on the Jtalhin 
front. 
I was among the thousand 
picked men. 
We were all young and 
«ij;ong, 
comparatively 
speaking, 
of 


course, as the starvation diet had 
weakened us. 
We were divided into 
four sections of 2r>0Mnen each and 'sent 
to dilTerent localities. My section was 
sent to Komen under the cojnmand of 
an Austrian sub-lleutenant and 30 ter- 
rltoHals. We worked at building a nlil- 
way together with 2,000 Russian pris­ 
oners. 
“Our food was worse and less than 
that we had In camp, as we got 4 cents 
a day f)ay and were supposed ^to spend 
It on food, although bread cost a dol­ 
lar a loaf. 
As we were ravenously 
hungj’y because we had to work hard 
we were compelled to rummage among 
iijc garbage for food and even ate 
rats and mice. We also got bones, hu- 
iuan b(m(‘S they were sometimes, whlcli 
we boiled to make soup. 
In 25 days 
00 men out of the 250 In my section 
died from hunger, exhau.stIon and ex­ 
posure. 
Five men committed suicide, 
thr^e attempted to escape and were 
shot. 
“On January 22 my comrade, Nlku 
Crstla, and I decided to escape. 
W^e 
walked for three days in the dirire- 
tlon of the Italian lines with nothing 
to oat, but we finally reached the ruins 
of a village where we found a pigsty. 
We took shelter hero and found some 
potato*peelings and turnips, wiiich we 
ate. 
His Comrade Dies,
